Itshould'be the ambition of;every head of a family to own 


h'is1home, and if he has not already acquired that invaluable 
asset Ihe should direct his .efforts to that end and be up and do- 
ing: vThe're may be individual cases in .which a man's business 
is such as to render it una'dvisable forliim to pin himself down 
to any-one place, but the best thing in the world for the aver- 
age;rtian;to do is to secure a-home for himself and his family 
which they can.call their own. There is a sense of satisfaction 
in the mere fact of ownership, and the ownership of a home 
affords an independence that can be achieved in no other way. 


Many.men make the mistake of imagining that they cannot 


afford to. own homes, and continue to pay rent until they have 
paid: out'enough to buy'a home .several times over. Such a 
.course is:apt to:lead to carelessness in the matter of saving, 
and amounts, small in .themselves but large in the aggregate, 
are- frittered away in payment for non-essentials, which if 
saved arid applied to the payment for a home would place a 
man .in-a comparatively few years in a position of modest 
independence. • 


The poor man who starts in to acquire a home needs to 


guard against over-ambition. He may not be, and in many 
case's is not, able to buy as good a house as he has been living 
in,.-for the simple.reason that as a rent payer he has been dis- 
posed to live fully up to his means, feeling satisfied if his rent 
and other.bills were paid at. the end of the year. When a home 
is bought the man and his family, if they are made of the right 
sort of stuff, find that they can get' along without some things 
which were deemed indispensable in a rented house and a 
mode of living is adopted which, while far from being parsi- 
monious, carries them rapidly forward into the ranks of real 
estate owners.. . 


• It is a pleasure for a man to be able to drive a nail now and 
then, to plant a tree or-a shrub and to make various little im- 
provements during his spare ;(ime, and to know that he and 
his family are to be the beneficiaries. The home may be mod- 
est and located in the suburbs—a good suburban neighbor- 
hood is an excellent place for (he children—but with owner- 
ship comes a'feeling'of security.and independence such as 
liothing else in the world can give. By becoming a home 
owner one becomes a better citizen. He is more deeply and 
directly interested in the public affairs of his town. True it is 
that "There's no place like home," and it is equally true that 
there is nothing like owning the home that one occupies.
